


ENROLLMENT 
CONTINUES TO 
INCREASE 


For sixteen consecutive quarters, 
Troy State University at Dothan, with 
its branch campus at Fort Rucker, 
has experienced an increase in en- 
rollment. The enrollment figure for 
the 1991 Summer Quarter is 1,532 
students, a 1.3 percent increase over 
the 1990 Summer Quarter. 

An interim session of classes will 
be offered August 19 - September 9. 
This session provides another 
schedule option for students. 


TSUD LIBRARY 
RECEIVES THIRD GRANT 


According to Mrs. Laurette Long, 
the TSUD Library received its third 
Network of Alabama Academic 
Libraries (NAAL) Collection 
Development grant. This grant con- 
tinues collection development in the 
areas of education, psychology, 
mathematics and science (general). 
When the grant was approved by 
NAAL in October 1990, the amount 
to be received was $13,749.28. Due 
to proration, the grant has been 
reduced by 5.57% (to $12,983.74). 
From February 1991 through May 
1991, 320 new titles have been added 
to the library in those areas desig- 
nated in the grant.
